Word of the inereased funds 
which will be available in the 
county for the next school year, 
a total of $186,118, as compared 
With $166,297 during the 1941-42 
school year, was received recently 
from Governor Frank M. Dixon 
and Dr, Albert H, Collins, State 
Superintendent of Wducation, 

The announcement followed a 
Special meeting of the State Board 
of HWducation at Montgomery, call- 
ed by the Governor to increase 
teachers’ salaries, The 10 per 
cent minimum raises will come 
from a $1,500,000 general fund 
surplus already appropriated by 
the Legislature for school use, 

The board voted to ask Gover- 
nor Dixon to call a special session 
of the Sparks Legislature, after 
the November election, to appro- 
priate from the anticipated $8,- 
700,000 surplus in the special ed- 
ucational trust fund for the fol- 
lowing purposes: 

1. To add a month to present 
seven-month school terms, at an 
estimated cost of $2,541,00 yearly. 

2. To provide $250,000 in free 
textbooks for elementary grades, 

3. To increase the teacher re- 
tirement fund by the sum of 
$400,000, 

4. To provide funds for “higher 
institutioons of learning and vo- 
cational education” as the situa- 
tion calls for, 

5. To hold the remainder of the 
surplus as a reserve for assuring 
maintenance of the school pro- 
gram through the next four years, 
“provided, however, that if said 
Surplus is more than sufficient to 
provide for the foregoing, such 
additional surplus shall be applied 
to further increasing allotments 
for teachers’ salaries,” 

“Where 8-month terms already 
prevail, local school boards will 
have the option of using the in- 
creased funds to increase teach- 
ers’ pay over and above the ap- 
proximate 10 per cent raise for 
which funds are being provided,” 
the Governor pointed out.

When Howard Vincent O'Brien's 
son left home to join the U, 8.

He kissed her and held out his 
hand to me, “Well, so long,” he 
said, I took his hand but all I 
could say was, “Good luck,” 

I had advised waiting for the 
draft, waiting at least until he 
was old enough to register, He 
had smiled at that, and assured 
me that his mind was made up, 
He wanted peace, he said, With- 
out peace, what good was living’? 

There was finality in the way 
he said this—a finality at once 
grim and gentle. I had said no 
more about waiting. 

After the door closed behind 
him I went upstairs to what had 
been his room, It was in worse 


chaos than usual, Clothing was 
scattered about—dancing’ pumps, 
a tennis racket, his phonograph 
records, letters, invitations to 


parties he now would not attend. 

I went then to my room, On 
the wall was a picture of a little 
boy, his toothless grin framed in 
curls—the same boy who had just 
taken my hand and said, “Well, 
80 long.’

Civilian use of Lake Tholocco 
was prohibited after midnight of 
June 17, according to authorities 
at Camp Rucker, who stated that 
steps would be taken immediate- 
ly to develop the lake front into 
a series of recreational areas for 
organizations stationed at the 
new army Camp. 

The Provost Marshal at Camp 
Rucker stated that after June 17 
the roads to the lake and the lake 
front recreational facilities would 
be “off limits’ to civilians. They 
will be posted with signs, “No 
Trespassing,” and violators will be 
apprehended by patrols which will 
visit the area during both day 
and night, 

The plan for the development 
of the lake frontage is believed to 
include giving each of the larger 
Camp Rucker organizations a 
share on which a “rest camp” 
may be built according to the de- 
signs and desires of the individual 
units. These camps will then be 
used for organization gatherings 
of a relaxing nature,

DRINKING PROPAGANDA 
LESSON TEXT—Proverbs 21:17; 23: 
2; Isalah 6:20.23; Hosea 4:11; Joel 3:2,

The facts are on the side of the 
one who opposes the liquor traffic, 
and they are so plentiful and so 
devastating that the industry does 
not care to face them. Their “best 
bet’ is to use propaganda so skill- 
fully prepared as to disarm the 
reader, If the propaganda is truth- 
ful, it is only because it has to be, 
and only in that measure, 

Our lesson suggests several points 
in the liquor propaganda, each of 
which we can prove to be untrue. 

I. They Say, “Enjoy Life, That's 
What We Are Here For” (Prov, 21: 
17). 

Consider the ads of the liquor 
trade, They carry the beautiful 
lady, the brilliant young man, the 
socially correct surroundings, riches, 
ease, etc, They suggest that even 
the grandmother in the home ap- 
proves the use of intoxicants to 
bring comfort and pleasure to the 
breadwinner in the home. 

What is the truth? Man is not 
here for pleasure; he is here to 
serve God. History demonstrates 
that the nation that lives for pleas- 
ure, especially in connection with 
the use of intoxicants, is doomed to 
extinction. 


Wl, They Say, “Liquor Is Not 
Dangerous” (Proy, 23:32). 

It is presented as a pleasant and 
harmless stimulant, when in fact it 
{s known to science, to police and 
social welfare workers’as a narcotic 
which not only upsets digestion and 
deranges physical processes but, 
most vicious of all, ‘affects person- 
ality by its action upon the certain 
specific brain area. It disturbs, 
confuses, slows down, and removes 
the restraints, the checks and bal- 
ances which make a well-rounded 
personality. It is the highest func- 
tional level of the brain, the per- 
sonality level, which is first put 
into eclipse by the action of alco- 
hol’’ (Carson Taylor), 

I, They Say, ‘Those Who Op- 
pose Liquor Are Fanatics” (Isa. 5: 
20, 21, 23). 

The prophet answexs that claim by 
pointing out that those who favor 
the use of alcohol are the ones who 
call evil good and good evil, etc. A 
little study of liquor propaganda as 
{t appears in.the advertising of the 
industry soon demonstrates that 
fact. Of late they have been trying 
to convince us that beer is just a 
soft drink for the home. Any police- 
man who has seen a man drunk on 
beer, and any social or religious 
worker who has seen the destruc- 
tion it has wrought in the home and 
in society, knows that is not true. 

IV. They Say, ‘‘Streng Men and 
Leaders Are Drinkers” (Isa, 5:22). 

Sadly enough, many of our lead- 
ing men do indulge in liquor, but if 
the truth were out, it would be 
Known that they are less capable 
as leaders and weaker men for 
their use of it. And who has not 
seen a leader become a poor dere- 
lict by the alcohol route, or a strong 
man become a jittery mental, mor- 
al, and physical wreck in the same 
way. 

The work of a nation in both war 
and peace is done by sober, steady, 
trustworthy men who have a ‘‘clear 
head,’’ not because they use a cer- 
tain whisky but because they do not 
use it. 

Vv. They Say, ‘‘The Pleasure Is 
Worth the Price’ (Hosea 4:11; Joel 
3:2, 3). 

The wicked ones who captured 
Israel felt they made a good trade 
when they gave a boy for a harlot, 
or exchanged a girl for wine. The 
modern system of making merchan- 
dise of boys and girls is not as open- 
ly crass as that, but when you figure 
the cost of alcohol to our land, be 
sure to add in the girls who have 
gone into iniquity by the way of 
tavern hostesses and the boys who 
have lost everything sacred be- 
cause of ‘‘booze.”’ 

Remember too that the beer mak- 
ers are deliberately using this war 
to cultivate a taste for beer in 
millions of young men—their fu- 
ture customers—and we are letting 
them get away with it, right in the 
army camps. 

VI. They Say, ‘Drinking and Re- 
ligion Go Well Together”’ (Eph. 5:18). 

The contrast of Paul gives that 
claim the direct brand of falsehood. 
Being drunk with wine is the exact 
opposite of spirituality. 

Liquor interests know that if 
church members can be led to be- 
lieve that wine at dinner, beer as a 
soft drink—and an occasional! social 
cocktail—is not incompatible with 
religious life, they will have effectu- 
ally shut the mouth of the opposition 
they fear the most—the church. 

Let pastors and chureh boards 
deal plainly and drastically with 
drinking church members, and the 
church will profit spiritually, and 
again become an effective means 


of stemming the tide of social 
iniquity which is engulfing our 
nation, 


ARMY PAY BOOST IS 


APPROVED BY FE. D. R, 
WASHINGTON, June 17, A 
measure boosting the minimum 


base pay of the nation's fighting 
forces to $50 a month was signed 
into law today by President Roose- 
velt, 

For most of the men, it means 
at least $20 more each month for 
necessities and entertainment on 
time-off, or to send back home to 
dependents. The bill carried a 
clause making the increase retro- 
active to June 1, 

The measure covers ranks up 
to and including that of second 
lieutenant in the Army and the 
comparable grade of ensign in 
the Navy, whose base pay would 
be increased from $1,500 to $1,800 
a year, : 

The bill also will boost rental 
allowances for officers, Under ex- 
isting law, enlisted men abroad or 
on sea duty receive an extra 20 
per cent and officers 10 per cent 
of their monthly pay. 


Meanwhile, legislation to pro- 
vide financial assistance for de- 
pendents of soldiers and _ sailors 


and stating a Congressional policy 
that the Selective Service should 
“not break up the institution of 
the home” was temporarily held 
up on Capitol Hill for an editorial 
correction,

Reports indicate that there is 
a sufficient supply of calcium ar-

When To Start Dusting: Ex. 
amine 100 squares on stalks se- 
lected at randum over the field.

cium arsenate, 
How To Apply: Apply the cal- 
cium arsenate by use of a hand 
dust gun, flour sacks, or mule- 
drawn equipment, If sacks are 
used, mix equal parts of hydrated 
lime and calcium arsenate  to- 
gether, 

How Much To Use: It will take 
6 to 8 pounds of calcium arsenate 
per acre for each application de- 
pending on equipment used, 

How Often and How Many 
Times Tc Dust: Apply at least 
three applications 4 to 6 days 
apart. If a heavy rain occurs 
within 24 hours after dusting, the 
application should he repeated.

PLANT FALL ‘TOMATOES 
FOR REPLANTING LATHER 


AUBURN, Ala.— Tomato seed 
for producing a fall crop of toma- 
toes may be planted now and the 
plants transplanted around July 
15, advises Lyle Brown, extension 
horticulturist. 

Varieties recommended are: 
Marglobe, Rutgers, Early Detroit 
and Pritchard, all red varieties, 

The proper spacing of trans- 
planted plants is three to four 
feet apart in four to five foot 
rows. Shading by placing bush 
tops over the newly set plants is 
highly essential. About 800 to 
1,000 pounds of a 6-8-4 placed un- 
der the plants with a side-dres- 
sing of 150 pounds of nitrate of 
soda at first blooming should be 
sufficient.

PROPER GIN REPAIRS 
CONSERVE TIME AND FUEL 


AUBURN, Ala.—Gin operators 
can save time, labor, fuel, wear 
On machinery and improve qual- 
ity of cotton by checking up, mak- 
ing proper adjustments and re- 
pairs on gin equipment this sum- 
mer, says J, B, Wilson, extension 
agricultural engineer, 

Experiments by the U. S, De- 
partment of Agriculture at their 
cotton ginning laboratory show 
that by replacing worn brushes, 
ginning time per bale can be de- 
creased seven to 10 per cent. Air-

MOWING PASTURES CHECKS 
NOXIOUS PLANT GROWTH 

AUBURN, Ala.- June is the 
month to start the mower in pas- 
tures, according to J, C, Lowery, 
extension agronomist, who saya 
that mowing a pasture serves a 
two-fold purpose, 

1, Some of the pasture plants 
may have reached the heading- 
out stage, becoming tough and 
unpalatable, and clipping will 
Stimulate a fresh palatable, nutri- 
tious growth of grass to provide 
grazing late in the season, 

2, Eradication of weeds that 
rob pastures of moisture, Weeds 
grow abundantly on newly seeded 
pasture, therefore, pastures seed- 
ed last fall and this spring are 
likely to be badly infested, Sys- 
tematic clipping is required to 
keep them from maturing seed.
